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HOUSE SUMMARY OF SENATE AMENDMENTS

House Concurrent Resolution No. 214 by Representative Dove

FEDERAL MANDATES:  Urges and requests Secretary of the Interior, Ken Salazar, to
reconsider the directive that he issued which instituted six-month moratorium on oil and gas
exploration in the Gulf of Mexico and to possibly alter that directive to minimize the
negative economic impact of such directive on the already damaged economies of the state
of Louisiana and the other oil and gas producing states along the Gulf of Mexico.

Synopsis of Senate Amendments

1. Recommend that consideration should include safety, environmental, and
economic effects of the moratorium.

2. Recommend that the Secretary utilize all available personnel and resources to
perform inspections and reviews in an expedited manner.
